OBITUARY. 
Mn. JOHN I§AAc PLUMMER. 


A enblée reached ‘the Colony from Ton- 
don on Saturday anoouncing the death 
of Mr. Jonn Isaac Plummer, MLA, who, 
for twenty years, was Chief Assistant at 
the Royat “Observatory in Hongkong: 
The deceased gentleman was the‘ father 
of Mr. J. A. Plummer, Managing Director 
ot Messrs, Bradley and Co., Lid., Hong- 
kong, and of Mrs, Frank Smyth, who is 
now rediding at Oxted, Surrey. . > 

The late Mr. Plummer retired from 
| Government service in Hongkong! in loin 
He was born on February sth, 1345, and 
fwas thus just eighty years of age.at'the 
time of his death. He was M.A, of Dur- 
ham University, Before coming to Hong 
koag “in, 1891 he had held appointments 
as, Chief Assistant, at Glasgow Observa- 
tory (1563) ; Observer, Durham Observa- 
tory, (1867) 3%, Agtronomer, Orwell Park 
Observatory (1974); and was with o 
Government ‘Astronomical Expedition to 
Bermuda in 1852. From 1874 he had been 
a Fellow ofthe Royat-Astronomival So- 
ciety, He was Chief Assistant at the 
Observatory hore under Dr. Doberck, who 
retired in 1907, and'who is still'on the 
Coloay’s pension “list, and later under 
Mr, F. G. Figg, who died some few yeurs 
ago. , 

“The late Mr, Plummer was the author 
of various astronomical papers, including 
nn ‘Tntroduction’ to Astronomy "’ pub- 
lished in London in 1973. We recollect 
that shortly before his retirement he de- 
livered an interesting public lecture in 
the Colony on ‘' The Origin of Typhoons,’ 
which he, subsequently’ elaborated and 


publishGd. In this yaluable little treatise } 


Mr. Plummer advanced .the" theory ‘that 
the carliest beginnings of typhoons must 
be. sought. for on land and ‘not at sed.
